Foreshadows Quick 
Victory at Memel 


Moscow, Oct. 9—(AP)—A pow- 


erful new Russian offensive, surg- 
ing 62 miles through the wavering 
German Baltic front, appeared to- 
day to have virtually cut off at 
least 15 German divisions north 
of;the port city of Memel, while 
Soviet columns invading Hungary 
from Romania were reported with- 
in 72 miles of Budapest. 


The Baltic breakthrough on a 


175-mile front west of Siauliai in 
Lithuania, a Soviet communique 
s»aia. enveloped over 2.000 popu- 
lated places in four dnys and car- 
ries to within 25 miles of Memel, 
presaging- a quick capitulation of 
that port and a thrust southward 
oil: the German soil of East Prus- 
sia.

SOO German tanks and 200 self- 
propelled guns and captured large 
numbers of prisoners, with the 
German dead and wounded mount- 
ing to several'.thousands,- Pravda 
reported.

Yankee Doodle, Uie most fam- 


iliar of all American songs, made 
its appearance during- the French 
and Indian war and has enjoyed 
nationwide popularity for over 200 
years. 


When troops under General Ab- 


ercrombie were encampeu on the 
east bank of the Hudson opposite 
Albany, officers were frequently 
guests at the palatial Van Rens- 
selaer mansion nearby. 
Among 


them wasu a young army surgeon, 
one Richard Shuckburg, who was 
greatly amused by tho primitive 
character of the homespun Yankee 
recruits straggling in from the 
surrounding country. 
According 


to tradition, Shuckburg sat on the 
curb by the old garden well at 
the Van "Rensselaer estate and 
scribbled off the lamb rhymes of 
"Yankee Doodle" to the melody 
of an. ancient jingle. 


The song was later published as 


a broadside under the title "The 
Yankee's 
Return From Camp." 


The American 
historian, Fisk, 


states that at the time when Brit- 
ish troops were quartered in Bos- 
ton, they did much to annoy the 
people—on Sunday they would 
race horses on the common or 
play "Yankee Doodle" outside the 
church doors during services. 


The famous doggerel soon be- 


came a national ditty and march 
tune. 


Among- the ballads played at 


Saturday's 
meeting were "Free 


America" and "Free Amcricay," 
as it was generally pronounced by 
our colonial ancestors, composed 
by Dr. Joseph, Warren; "Unhappy 
Boston," by Paul Revere and "The 
White Cockade," a British recruit- 
ing song of the day, and a great 
favorite. 


The object in making these re- 


cordings was to recreate early- 
American history and to bring to 
the current generation, through 
the medium more telling than the 
pages of a book, the spirit of a 
young country fighting for nation- 
hood.

thesis seemed to be1 that since Mr. 
Dewey objects "to Communism in 
America. ,his election would wreck 
all hope of world peace, and would 
invite every country In ^Europe to 
plunge int67inimediate civil'war. 


ButNthe thing that impressed us 


was that Mr.-'Browder's. thought, 
once-- the sulphurous, smoke, had 
drifted away.-was" basically 'simi- 
lar to that of 'Harlarid'H. Allen's 
booklet; "The Businessman's Stake 
in American-Soviet .Friendship."^ 


Mr. ^Allen _ doesn't sound .like a 


Communist.-^ He^jg a_ consulting 
economist with his own investment 
management ^business in Chicago. 
His main'--interest, judging from 
the booklet," is ^in private enter- 
prise and the interests of business- 
men and investors. And for the 
sake of those, interests he feels 
any postwar, friction with Russia 
might be ruinous. ,,

The war's end^ says Mr. Allen, j 


will find this country and Russia 
in possession of most of the world's 
military and, industrial power. He 
suggests the possibility of their 
fighting it "out,'as Rome and Car- 
thage did 2,000' years 'ago, or col- 
aboratingv as the United- States 
spd Russia have in the matter of 
sea power during the past cen- 
tury- 


Mr, Allen makes other sound 


and obvious points: that Russia of- 
fers an excellent postwar market; 
that we aren't the only country 
she can trade with; that Russia has 
licked tough enemies like trans- 
portation bottlenecks, food short- 
ages and industrial disruption, as 
well as the Nazis; that this took 
resourcefulness and character that 
can work wonders in peace as well 
as war; that American-Soviet har- 
mony ig about the best guarantee 
of world security.

A COOL and dispassionate 
ap- 
•^ praisal of the last 25 years is 
indispensable if we are to better 
our record with the new peace. 
For it is startling to realize with 
what lack of coolness and dis- 
passion we reacted in the past— 
swinging from an extreme war 
hatred to an extreme in senti- 
mentality. 


Both England and The United 


States succumbed very quickly 
last time to German propaganda 
aimed at our Christian ideals of 
forgiveness and compassion. We 
had won; we must be generous. A 
lack of generosity would mean 
that we were vindictive. Quite a 
number of observers in Germany 
"warned that a new war was in 
the making. But the Allies felt 
that since they had won, their vic- 
tory was both complete and per- 
manent. 
They were also war- 


weary and haunted with horror 
at the thought of a new conflict. 
Meanwhile the Germans searched 
out the chinks in our armor. 
Where they saw weaknesses, they 
made use of them. Whereas vic- 
tory lulled the victors, defeat only 
sharpened the wits of the van- 
quished. 


They found weaknesses in our 


eagerness to forget and make up, 
in our embarrassment about our 
war hatred, in our disregard of 
the letter of the treaty law, which 
we made ourselves, in the distrust 
that always springs up between 
Allies, in our sympathy for them- 
selves because we believed them 
to be underdogs, and above all, 
in our yearninjj ior ''better busi- 


ness than usual." 


"Hang the Kaiser," we had 


said, and with our Allies solemnly 
included clauses in the Versailles 
Treaty calling for the punishment 
of German war criminals. 
But 


when the Germans protested and 
their officers rattled their sworus, 
we changed the subject. We ac- 
cepted a trial oC war criminals 
that was no more than a farce. 


Our own indifference to these 


clauses convinced the Germans 
that given time and a little help 
from their foreign sympathizers 
the 
whole 
treaty 
could 
be 


scrapped. Until then, they would 
emasculate it a.s quickly as possi- 
ble. 
And they determined that 


we should help them. 


To shield a criminal is not 


Christian; it is merely to become 
an accessory after the fact. But 
we shall be asked to shield crimi- 
nals. Hardly had the iirsl tenta- 
tive .signs of a United Nations vic- 
tory bhown themselves when the 
arguments in favor of forgiveness, 
and leniency to the still undefeat- 
ed enemy assailed nt the same 
tune our eyes, our ears, and our 
hearts. We can scarcely a\oid a 
concerted s y m p a t h .v-ofTcns,i\ c 
with the new peace treaty. 


It will be much more powerful 


than the one to which we were 
subjected last time. And that was, 
effective enough. The minute \\e 
laid down our arms m 1918, the 
friends of Germany and the Ger- 
mans themselves \vent to work on 
our respect and affection for the 
old-fashioned, nonmihta: is>lic Gei- 
man, which he dcscrxed, trading 
on our belief in me pence!ul in- 
tentions of those other Germans 
who deserved neither.

QUR soldiers, diplomats, busi- 


nessmen and newspapermen 


in Germany in 1919 could see 
with their own eyes how thin the 
people were, how shabbily clad. 


All the Germans we met blamed 


the Allied blockade for their mis- 


, cry. Thru saddled us with a feel- 
ing of. guilt, although a blockade 
is a war weapon like any other, 
and when v,erc uar \vcapons ever 


pleasant? The Germans had clone 
all the blockading they could, 
with their U-boats and their raid- 
ers indiscriminately sinking ships. 
That blockade wasn't mentioned. 
We were busy being tactful. 


But there were other causes for 


the German plight. In those cold 
win UTS oC World War I, the Ger- 
mans weic diverting quantities of 
their staples, potatoes and grain, 
to the miinulacture of nlcohol and 
other 
military 
synthetics. The 


population got whatever potatoes 
were left over, often frozen and 
half i,.'.ten because of the break- 
down 
oC transportation. What 


rolling stock remained in work- 
ing bhnpc was used to carry troops 
wherever 
the 
High Command 


wanted them, from Brussels to 
Kiev, from Riga to Bagdad. 


Then there were the black mar- 


kets. People who had money and 
who knew a tanner or two in the 
country could buy whatever they 
wanted. The rich hoarded, and so 
reduced e v e r y b o d y's rations. 
Much of the hoarded food spoiled 
from improper storage. But the 
Germiin pcoi*.e were hungry and 
had been hungry for years.

was easier to blame outsiders 
than to look for the real cause. 
The Jews came in lor an unjust 
share of abuse, and above nil. the 
"criminal blockade."

the late 1920's did Amcncan ofll- 
cers. studying at the Berlin Tech- 
nical High School, become aware 
of the extent to which foodstuffs

The superb physical condition 


of tiic Gciman troops as they in- 
vaded country nftcr country in 
Woild War II astonished all mili- 
tary and journalistic observers. 
The old-timeis icmembered the 
pidphccy ot serious medical ex- 
perts in and after 1019 that the 
generation born near the end of 
the war would forever be puny 
because of malnutrition in their 
youth. They did look peeked and 
frail in the postwar years. Those 
that survived, largely because of 
food rushed to them from foreign 
donors, became the super-warriors 
of 1939, men who showed only 
contempt and cruelty toward na- 
tions 
which 
had 
distinguished 


themselves in their humanitarian 
attitude toward Germany.

Why? These men have to be 


qualified electricians before they 
ean be hired.

Yet, after 
"payment is completed" the work- 
er must take a test at the hands 
of a private organization consisting 
of a few local men holding- an ex- 
tortion license issued by another 
private organization, the American 
Federation of Labor. But, if tie 
flunks he will continue to work 
a.s an electrician, anyway. Then 
why make him take the test? 


'However, does anyone think the 


union examiners will flunk any of 
these men and give up the 550 
per head ? That isn't the way these 
unions have been working; then- 
racket under Roosevelt's privilege 
In this war. They never give up a 
dollar once it has been wrung- from 
tho victim. 


This is a temporary, emergency 


job, 
clue to last 90 days. When it

most of the great war construction 
jobs. In one place ' a little local 
union bestrode the road to an enor- 
mous Army camp and collected 
loot from 3,000 carpenters drawn 
in from other regions, who dis- 
persed and vanished when the job 
was done. Many went on to other 
construction jobs and, again and 
again, had to pay $50 and up for 
the privilege of working on nation- 
al defense. On most of the big 
projects a system prevailed where- 
by the union racketeers had the 
men fired as soon as .their money 
had been paid, so that new vic- 
tims ooulcl be fleeced. This hap- 
pened right outside Washington 
and the Navy, whose job it was, 
and the Labor Relations and Wai- 
Labor Boards and the F. B. 1.

Roosevelt.

fake gestures and not a man has 
spent as much as an hour m jail 
for such extortion because Roose- 
velt planned it that way.

On the first bal- 
lot, Dewey got 360 votes, Taft 129 
and Willkie 105. 


As the balloting continued, Will- 


kie gained s t r e n g I h and the 
crowd's chant for him grew more 
and more noisy. He gathered 371 
votes on the second ballot; 259 on 
the third; 306 on the fourth; -129 
on the fifth and S98 on the sixth, 
when he was nominated and the 
vote made unanimous. The con- 
vention-hall was in a pandemoni- 
um when the result was announc- 
ed in the early hours of June 28. 


Back in his hotel room, the 


nominee received the news quiet- 
ly and told his admirers "I am 
very happy , very appreciative and 
very humble." 


At the concluding day of the 


convention, after Senator Charles 
L. McNary of Oregon had been 
nominated for Vicfe-President.
